Greely party wcs landed in good condi- 
tion, in oorly Au/?ust, on Discovery bay, 
at the southwest part of Lady Pranklin 
bay, and parted'company with the Pro- 
teus on tbo 18th of that month. Since 
Sbat day, now nearly three years sines, 
nothing definite has been heard trom tho 
adventurous little band ot scientific ob- 
servers.
